THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS TRIAL. 

The last scene in the County Commis- 
sioners’ case closed at Geneva, in Kane 
County, on Monday. The State’s-Attorney 
dismissed the indictments. It is not just 
that these cases should thus be disposed of 
without placing again on record the substan- 
tial facts: James Forsyrrm & Co., of which 
firm Oremens F. Pear was a member, 
had the contracts for supplying the public 
charities of this county. Gzorez F. Kn. 
nun was Warden of the Alms-House and 
Asylum. There were other contractors for 
fresh meat and other provisions. It appear- 
ed in evidence before the Grand Jury that 
of the groceries and other supplies furnished 
by Forsrta & Co, the contained a large 
percentage of goods which were never de- 
livered; that of those actually delivered a 
large percentage were of inferior quality for 
the prices charged. Attached to each 
of the bills allowed and paid by 
the Board of. Counmfy Commissioners 
was the form of an oath, in which, over the 
certificate and seal bf a Notary Public, it was 
recited that Cramens F. Par had per- 
sonally appeared and made oath that the 
goods charged in the bill had been delivered 
in the quantities named, and that the prices 
charged therefor were honest and just. The 
Notary who made these certificates was the 
bookkeeper of the firm of Fonsrrn & Co, 
It appeared also that this Notary attached 
his certificate that this oath had been taken 
and subscribed by Perrouat, when, in fact, 
no oath whatever had ever been adminis- 
tered by him to Pznrotar. The Notarial 
certificates were therefor false in every in- 
stance, and it was only upon filing these false 
and simulated certificates of oaths that Pzzro- 
ar was able to get the money on 
his bills from the County Treasury. 
It appeared also that the shipping-clerk 
of the firm, one Camera, well knowing 
the falsity of the bills, and seeking to pro- 
tect himself im case of future trouble, kept a 
private book in which he entered the items 
of all goods charged against the county, but 
which he was ordered to withhold from de- 
livery. This book and the original bills 
constituted of themselves, with Carrznrrn’s 
personal knowledge, the fullest evidence to

$600,000 belonging to the building fund. 
The money from which that fund should 
have been replaced was represented by the 
long array of uncollected taxes. Since the 
ehange in the financial administration of the 
Government, the Oomptroller has under- 
taken to re-establish the several funds, and 
out of the revenne, from the back taxes, as 
it is collected, the portion belonging to this 
fund has been set apart to its credit. These 
collections now amount to something like 
$160,000, or more tifan one-fourth of the 
original sum, and is receiving small but con- 
tinnous additions every week. The enact- 
ment of the law for the collection of the 
back taxes, by making all these unpaid taxes 
a lien on all the property, and the evertual 
collection of all these taxes, will m due time 
furnish the means to replace the whole of 
the original building fund. 

There never was a better opportunity than 
now to begin this work. The city has 
above all things an honest Government, and 
we have no doubt that $160,000 expended 
by that Government and its agents will go as 
far as $249,000 in the of the County 
Commissioners.

As nothing will have to be 
paid te the Couneil to purchase the con- 
tracts, as no bribes or outside expenditures 
to eonciliste Superintendents and cover up 
frauds will required, contractors will be 
able to deal directly and on more liberal 
terms than with the county. The work on 
this City-Hall has been delayed, and 
the long delay can only be excused 
because of the want of money. Now that 
the money is in part collected, it can be put 
to no better use than to begin the City-Hall, 
and progress with it as far as the money will 
permit. The construction of the two wings 
simultaneously, or even partly so, will be an 
advantage in the construction of the build- 
ing, and it is to be hoped that the City Coun- 
cil will, without delay, take such action as 
will result in putting this building under 
contract, at least to the amount of money 
now on hand and such additional sum as 
will probably be collected before November.

The British have more reasons for wishing 
to preserve the Turkish Empire than the 
fear that ite destruction may enable Russia 
to drive them out of India. The Turkish 
Government owes English capitalists more 
than one thousand millions of dollars. The 
first loan was made in 1854 to meet the er- 
penses of the war with Russia, and was for 
$15,000,000, It was then the Turks got their 
first taste of British gold. The next year 
they borrowed $25,000,000 more, and al- 
most every year since they have added to 
their debt, as the following table shows :

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When this enormous sum was received and 
squandered, the Turks failed to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds, and by a decree of the 
Porte, dated Oct. 6, 1875, the interest on the 
debt was reduced one-half the stipulated 
amount. The breaking out of the insurrec- 
tion of Bosnia last year, and the war with 
Sefvia, afforded the Turkish Government an 
excuse for declining to pay any interest to 
the bondholders. In addition to the bonded 
debt, the Turks had managed to run up a 
floating debt of $150,000,000 a year ago, 
a considerable portion of which is due En- 
glish bankers, ship-builders, and manufac- 
turers. Sinee then the Turkish Government 
has issued about $100,000,000 of legal-ten- 
der notes, which are now greatly depre- 
ciated, and coin has wholly disappeared from 
circulation.
